Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

1. Application—This document and the map 
bearing the words “ This is the map referred to 
in section 1 of the District of Hudson’s Hope 
Official Community Plan and signed and dated 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs and depos- 
ited with the Department of Municipal Affairs, 
Victoria, B.C.”’ constitute an Official Community 
Plan for the District of Hudson’s Hope, pursuant 
to Division (1), Part XXI, of the Municipal Act. 

2. The Official Community Plan is a statement 
of policy to guide anticipated development in the 
District of Hudson’s Hope. 

3. The plan takes into account the suitability 
of the various parts of the municipality for dif- 
ferent classes of land in order to achieve a pleas- 
ant and convenient, as well as efficient and 
economic, environment in which to work, to 
live, and to play. 

4. The Official Community Plan is designed to 

(a) minimize conflict between various land 
uses; 

(b) achieve a degree of compactness so that 
necessary services and facilities may be 
provided efficiently and economically; 

(c) maintain a non-urban area for farming 
and resource development and keep it free 
from the encroachment of urban uses, 
including persons wrongfully or without 
lawful authority possessing any Crown 
lands. 

5. The map shows the approximate location 
and approximate extent of areas designated for 
each class of land use. 

6. Roads and highways are shown for illus- 
tration only and are not part of the Official 
Community Plan. 

7. The location of the Civic Centre complex 
is approximate only. 

8. In the areas designated for residential use, 
development should take place in the sequence 
shown on the Official Community Plan. 

9. In the area designated for commercial use, 
residential development may be allowed, depend- 
ing on the amount and quality of commercial 
development. 

10. The Official Community Plan is a long- 
range plan which is subject to periodic revisions, 
refinements, and revaluations of distant proposals 
against unpredictable change and circumstances 
that alter the basic concepts of the plan. 

11. To implement the plan the future zoning 
and subdivision by-laws shall be in conformity 
with the Official Community Plan. 

12. The plan shall be implemented in stages 
by periodic revisions of zoning and subdivision 
by-laws in accordance with the concepts set out 
in section 4. Generally the development shall 
proceed from the centre toward the periphery in 
the developing area. 


13. Amendments to the zoning by-law shall 
only be considered quarterly, except where the 
Council by resolution deems the circumstances 
of a particular instance require more immediate 
attention. 


APPENDIX II. — DISTRICT OF HUDSON’S 
HOPE ZONING BY-LAW 
A By-law to Divide the District of Hudson’s 
Hope into Zones and to Regulate the Loca- 
tion, Use of Buildings, the Size of Yards 
and Other Open Spaces, and the Use of 
Land Pursuant to the Provisions of the 
Municipal Act. 
1. This by-law may be cited as the ‘‘ Hudson’s 
Hope Zoning By-law A 
2. The district is divided and classified into 
the following zones: Non-urban, residential, 
mobile home, motel, commercial, light industrial, 
as shown on the zoning map bearing the words 
‘This is the map referred to in section 2 of the 
District of Hudson’s Hope Zoning By-law 
3. Except as provided in section 4, no person 
shall use land or buildings or structures contrary 
to these regulations. 
4. Continuation of a non-conforming use is 
subject to the provisions of Division (3), Part 
XXI, of the Municipal Act. 


Non-urban Zones 
5. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in non-urban zones is restricted to farming and 
land uses associated with the construction and 
operation of the Peace River power project. 


Residential Zones 

6. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in residential zones is restricted to 

(a) residential uses, except that portable and 
mobile buildings and structures are not to 
be used for residential purposes; 

(6) community activities, including churches, 
hospitals, schools, and government build- 
ings; 

(c) use as an office of a professional person, 
a home craft or occupation; provided that 

(i) the office is part of the dwelling 
unit or the home craft or occupation is 
carried on within the dwelling unit; 

(ii) the use does not 

(A) create a nuisance by reason of 

sound or smell; nor 

(B) involve the storing exterior to the 

building or buildings of any materi- 
als used directly or indirectly in the 
processing or resulting from the pro- 
cessing of any product of such craft 
or occupation; 

(iii) the total display area of any out- 
door advertising media does not exceed 
two square feet; 

and any other use is prohibited. 

7. In a residential zone where there is a com- 
munity water supply and a community sewer 
system, not more than one dwelling unit for 
the first five thousand square feet of a parcel of 
land and an additional dwelling unit for every 
further twenty-five hundred square feet of area 
in the parcel is permitted. 

8. The regulations pertaining to siting, size, 
and shape of buildings and structures in resi- 
dential zones are as follows:— 

(a) The minimum floor area of a building 
used for residential purposes is five hun- 
dred square feet for each dwelling unit: 

(b) No habitable room is permitted in a 
cellar: 

(c) Two side yards free from buildings are 
to be provided, each of which is not to 
be less than five feet wide: 

(d) Buildings are not to be sited in such a 
manner as to make impractical the future 
subdivision of the parcel. 


Mobile Home Zones 


9. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in mobile home zones is restricted to all resi- 
dential uses; provided that each mobile home 
shall be connected to the community water and 
sewer system and that all other residential uses 
shall be subject to sections 7, 8, and 11. 

10. In mobile home zones the Mobile-home 
Park Regulations, 1965, B.C. Regulation 160/65, 
shall apply. 

Motel Zones 


11. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in motel zones is restricted to 

(a) motels and associated uses; 

(b) hotels and associated uses. 


Commercial Zones 


12. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in commercial zones is restricted to 
(a) the carrying-on of any trade, business, 
profession, or other occupation, except 
(i) junk or storage yards of any kind 
or nature; 
(ii) manufacturing or processing but not 
including bakeries or confectioneries; 
(iii) mobile-home parks; 
(6) outdoor advertising; 
(c) use by a club, lodge, or society; 
(d) residential uses; provided that the density 
and size of dwelling units complies with 
section 6. 


Light Industrial Zones 


13. The use of land, buildings, and structures 
in industrial zones is restricted to 

(a) use for industrial purposes; 

(5) use for storage purposes. 

14. Off-street parking for motor-vehicles is to 
be provided in all zones as follows:— 


(a) One parking-space for each five hundred 
Square feet or fraction thereof of any 
store, or of any office, or of any building 
used by any club, lodge, or society, or of 
any combination of such uses: 


One parking-space for each motel rental 
unit, hotel guest room, or dwelling unit: 


Parking-space in the case of a church, 
community hall, or theatre in the ratio of 
one parking-space for each ten seats of 
the seating capacity of the church, com- 
munity hall, or theatre, as the case may 
be: 


(d) Each parking-space is to contain an area 
of at least two hundred square feet and 
to be at least ten feet wide: 


(e) An additional minimum of eighty square 
feet for internal passageways is to be pro- 
vided for each parking-space which does 
not front on a street or lane. 


(b) 
(c) 


Appeals 


15. An appeal may be made to the Zoning 
Board of Appeal for the District of Hudson’s 
Hope upon the grounds referred to and in the 
manner provided for in Division (3), Part XXI, 
of the Municipal Act. 


16. The Secretary of the said Zoning Board of 
Appeal is the building inspector for the District 
of Hudson’s Hope, and he shall keep minutes of 
the hearings, records of expenses incurred, and 
perform such other secretarial duties as may 
from time to time be required by the Chairman 
of the Zoning Board of Appeal. 


17. Any person exercising the right of appeal 
shall mail to the Secretary of the Zoning Board 
of Appeal a letter setting out in general terms 
the grounds upon which the appeal is made. 
The appellant shall give an address to which 
all notices may be mailed. 


18. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of 
Appeal shall notify the Chairman of the Zoning 
Board of Appeal, and the Chairman shall set a 
date for the hearing of the appeal. At least five 
days’ notice of the hearing shall be mailed by 
the Secretary to 

(a) the members of the Zoning Board of 

Appeal; 

(5) the appellant at the address given by him. 

19. The Secretary shall give notification of the 
appeal to the owners and occupiers of all real 
property adjacent to the property with respect to 
which the appeal is being heard, and public 
notice of the hearing shall be given if the matter 
is deemed by the Board to be of sufficient 
importance. 


20. The decision in writing of all or of a 
majority of the members of the Board is the 
decision of the Board. 


21. An appeal lies to a Judge of the County 
Court from a decision of the Board under clauses 
(a) and (6) of subsection (1) of section 709 
of the Municipal Act, but all other decisions of 
the Board are final and binding. 


Penalty 


22, Any person who violates the provisions of 
these regulations is liable, on summary convic- 
tion, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and a person so convicted is ‘liable, on 
summary conviction, to a further penalty of ten 
dollars for every week thereafter during which 
the violation continues. 
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APPENDIX IIl.—DISTRICT OF HUDSON’S 
HOPE BUILDING BY-LAW 


1. This by-law may be cited as the “ District 
of Hudson’s Hope Building By-law Py. 

2. Parts 2 to 6, inclusive, and Parts 8 and 9 
of the National Building Code of Canada, 1965, 
as amended to the date of this by-law, are 
incorporated into and form part of this by-law. 

3. Where 

(a) a building is built, this by-law applies to 

the design and construction of the build- 
ing; 

(b) the whole or any part of a building is 
moved, this by-law applies to all parts of 
the building, whether moved or not; 
the whole or any part of a building is 
demolished, this by-law applies to any re- 
maining part and to the work involved in 
the demolition; 

(d) a building is altered, this by-law applies 
to the whole building, except that the by- 
law applies only to part if that part is 
completely self-contained with respect to 
the facilities and safety measures required 
by this by-law: 

the class of occupancy of a building is 
changed, this by-law applies to all parts 
of the building affected by the change. 

4. Neither the granting of a permit nor the 
approval of the drawings and specifications, nor 
inspections made by the building inspector dur- 
ing the erection of the building, shall in any way 
relieve the owner of such building from full re- 
sponsibility for carrying out the work in accord- 
ance with the requirements of this by-law. 

5. No person shall commence or continue any 
part of the work referred to in section 3 unless 
a building permit has been obtained. 


6. The written approval of the building inspec- 
tor shall be obtained before 

(a) the placing or pouring of any concrete; 

(6) a foundation below land surface is back- 

filled or covered; 

(c) the structural framework of a building or 

structure is covered or concealed. 

7. A building or part thereof to which this 
by-law applies shall not be occupied unless such 
building or part complies with the requirements 
of this by-law and other applicable by-laws. 

8. No building shall be moved into the muni- 
cipality. 

9. Where 

(a) an application has been made; and 

(6) the proposed work set out in the applica- 

tion conforms to this by-law and all other 
applicable by-laws, 
the building inspector shall issue the permit for 
which the application is made. 


10. A permit shall not be issued where, in the 
opinion of the building inspector, the results of 
the tests referred to in section 15 (b) are not 
satisfactory. 

11. The schedule of fees to be charged for the 
issuance of a permit under this by-law is as 
follows:— 


(a) A fee of two dollars for each one thou- 
sand dollars or fraction thereof of the 
estimated value of the work covered by 
the permit, up to an estimated value of 
thirty-five thousand dollars; and fifty cents 
for each one thousand dollars or fraction 
thereof of the estimated value of the work 
in excess of thirty-five thousand dollars. 
The estimated value of the work shall be 
determined by the building inspector: 

(b) A fee of three dollars for moving a 
building: 

(c) A fee of two dollars for the demolition of 
a building or part thereof. 


12. Every permit is issued upon the condition 
that 

(a) construction is to be started within six 
months from the date of issuance of the 
permit; 

(6) construction is not to be discontinued or 
suspended for a period of more than one 
year. 


13. The application referred to in section 9 
shall 

(a) be made on the form prescribed by the 
building inspector; 

(b) be signed by the applicant; 

(c) state the intended use of the building; 

(d) include copies in duplicate of the specifi- 
cations and scale drawings of the building 
with respect to which the work is to be 
carried out showing

(e) 


(i) the dimensions of the building; 
(ii) the proposed use of each room or 
floor area; 
(iii) the dimensions of the land on 
which the building is, or is to be situated; 
(iv) the grades of the streets and sewers 
abutting the land referred to in clause 
(iii); and 
(v) the position, height, and horizontal 
dimensions of all buildings on the land 
referred to in clause (iii); and 
(e) contain any other information required by 
this by-law or by the building inspector. 
14. The person to whom the permit is issued 
shall, during construction, keep 
(a) posted in a conspicuous place on the prop- 
erty in respect of which the permit was 
issued a copy of the building permit or a 
poster or placard approved by the building 
inspector in lieu thereof; and 
(b) a copy of the approved drawings and 
specifications referred to in section 13 (d) 
on the property in respect of which the 
permit was issued. 
15. The building inspector may 
(a) enter any premises at any reasonable time 
for the purpose of administering this by- 


law; 
(b) direct that tests of materials, devices, 
construction methods, structural assem- 


blies, or foundation conditions be made, 
or sufficient evidence or proof be submit- 
ted, at the expense of the owner, where 
such evidence or proof is necessary to 
determine whether the material, devices, 
construction, or foundation meets the re- 
quirements of these regulations. The 
records of such tests shall be kept avail- 
able for inspection during the construction 
of the building and for such a period 
thereafter as required by the building 
inspector; 

(c) cause a written notice to be delivered to 
the owner of any property directing him 
to correct any condition where, in the 
opinion of the building inspector, that 
condition violates the provisions of this 
by-law; 

(d) revoke a permit where there is a violation 
of the provisions of section 12. 


16. Any person who violates the provisions of 
this by-law is liable, on summary conviction, to 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
and a person so convicted is liable, on summary 
conviction, to a further penalty of ten dollars 
for every week thereafter during which the 
violation continues. 


APPENDIX IV.—DISTRICT OF HUDSON’S 
HOPE SUBDIVISION BY-LAW 


1. This by-law may be cited as the “ District 
of Hudson’s Hope Subdivision Bylaw SoA 


2. No subdivision after the passing of this 
by-law shall be approved unless 


(a) it is suited to the configuration of the 
land being subdivided; 


(b) it is suited to the use to which it is in- 
tended; 

(c) it does not make impracticable the future 
subdivision of the land within the pro- 
posed subdivision or of any adjacent land; 


(d) the minimum frontage that any parcel of 
land in the proposed subdivision has with 
Tespect to the highway upon which the 
parcel fronts is fifty feet or one-tenth the 
perimeter of the parcel, whichever is 
greater, unless in an exceptional case the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs exempts the 
subdivider from the provisions of this 
clause; 


each parcel of land shall have an area of 
soil suitable for absorption of septic-tank 
effluent, to be determined by percolation 
tests in accordance with the Sewage Dis- 
posal Regulations. Such area of soil shall 
be above any water-table or high-water 
mark of any body of water or water- 
course. The owner shall submit evidence 
of percolation tests. Alternatively, dis- 
posal may be made by sand filter or 
other private sewage-disposal system de- 
signed in accordance with recognized 
engineering standards. Plans for such 
system shall be submitted by the owner. 


3. The minimum area of a parcel of land into 
which land may be subdivided is 


(e) 


(a) five thousand square feet where a com- 
munity water system and a community 
sewer system are available; 

seventy-five hundred square feet where a 
community water system and no commun- 
ity sewer system is available; 


(b) 


(c) one acre where neither a community 
water system nor a community sewer 
system is available. 


4. The minimum highway allowance permitted 
in any proposed subdivision of land is sixty-six 
feet. 

5. In any proposed subdivision a 
which ends in a cul-de-sac shall 

(a) not have a length of more than five hun- 
dred feet measured from the last inter- 
section with a highway; 

(b) have a terminal area for a turn-around 
with a radius of not less than fifty feet 
measured at any point. 

6. Any highway within a proposed subdivision 
shall be so located that the gradient of any 
portion of the highway is not greater than 

(a) eight per centum where the highway is 
deemed by the approving officer to be a 
major traffic route; 

(b) twelve per centum in all other cases. 

7. A plan of a proposed subdivision that is not 
in compliance with this regulation shall not be 
approved by the approving officer. 

8. Any person who violates the provisions of 
these regulations is liable, on summary convic- 
tion, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and a person so convicted is liable, on 
summary conviction, to a further penalty of ten 
dollars for every week thereafter during which
